He was widely rec­ 
ognized as a benefactor of his 
own race and therefore of the na­ 
tion as a whole. He was a famil­ 
iar figure on the lecture plat­ 
forms of the country, pleading 
for greater opportunities for his 
people. The memorial to him is a 
permanent reminder of those 
qualities of daring, persev erance 
and dev otion to an ideal which 
mark ed his career. All races 
unite in recognition of his con­ 
tributions to education.
